H.T.  Beautiful  scar- 
let-red, with  a tinge  of  copper-color  on  the  petals; 
lovely  form. 

Duchess  of  Wellington.  H.T.  Best  yellow 
Hybrid  Tea  Rose.  Sometimes  called  “Yellow 
Killarney.”  Large,  well-formed  flowers,  full  and 
globular,  intense  saffron-yellow,  stained  with 
crimson,  changing  to  deep  coppery  saffron-yellow. 

Edith  Cavell.  Poly.  Deep  blackish  crimson. 
Flowers  produced  in  abundance  from  spring  till 
frost.  Compact  habit.  Quite  distinct  in  this  class. 

George  C.  Waud.  H.T.  Glowing  orange- 
vermilion.  Large,  full,  globular  blooms  of  per- 
fect form;  delightfully  fragrant. 


Gruss  an  Aachen.  Poly.  Beautiful  flesh- 
pink  flowers,  overlaid  with  creamy  yellow,  shad- 
ing to  deep  pink  at  the  base.  A heavy,  compact 
grower. 

Hugh  Dickson.  H.P.  Very  large  flowers  of 
intense  crimson,  shaded  scarlet;  perfect  form; 
delightfully  perfumed. 

Lady  Alice  Stanley.  H.T.  Large  blooms; 
lovely  pale  flesh,  outside  petals  deep  coral-rose — 
a beautiful  combination.  Strong,  upright  grower; 
profuse  bloomer.  Exquisitely  fragrant. 

Lady  Greenall.  H.T.  Large  flowers  of  intense 
saffron-orange,  heavily  zoned  and  overspread  on 
deep  creamy  white,  reflex  of  petals  faintly  suf- 
fused delicate  shell-pink.  A vigorous  grower  and 
profuse  bloomer. 

Mme.  Jules  Bouche.  H.T.  Perfectly  formed, 
large,  full  flowers  of  handsome  lemon-white, 
shaded  virgin  rose. 

Mme.  Marcel  Delanney.  H.T.  Pale  pink  or 
soft  rose;  delightfully  fragrant.  Strong,  upright 
grower;  profuse  bloomer. 


Miss  Helyett.  Cl.  The 

hardy  climbers,  and 
blooms  for  a month. 
Short,  round,  very  deep 
pink  bud,  shaded  with  red, 
opening  to  a large,  full  flow- 
er of  blush-pink,  with  just 
a touch  of  creamy  yellow.

H.  T.  Large,  globular  flow- 
ers of  perfect  form.  Beau- 
tiful rosy  carmine,  with 
silvery  salmon  shading.
